Bcston. Jan. 18.—This has oeen a day of 


waiting and watching among the thou- 
sands of strikers in the cotton mill towns. 


Not one of the cloth mills of New Bed- 


ford made any attempt to run this morn- 
ing- The experiences of yesterday, espe- 
cially of the incipient riot last evening at 
the Bristol mills showed that the popular 
feeling was so intense that it would be 
unwise to make any effort to run. There- 
fore not an engine was started, oven the 
Bristol being silent. The thousands of 
operatives are very quiet and everything 
seems to have settled down to a waiting 
battle. 


At Biddeford the strike situation is un- 


changed from yesterday. The Pepperell, 
Laconia and York mills remain shut down 
and there is every indication of a long 
struggle and lockout. A committ&e of 
the York operatives will call on Agent 
Page today and endeavor to secure an ad_ 
justraent of their grievances oa account 
of the reduction. 


Riot at New Bedford. 


N«w Bedford, Mass., Jan. 18.—Today 


not one of the 22 clotto mills affected by 
the 10 percent reduction of wages is run- 
ning'. The first day of the strike result- 
ed in the closing of the mills and a gen- 
eral lockout, taking- in the whole of the 
nine corporations involved. 


Yesterday was an eventful day for 


both the union strikers and the manu- 
facturers. It demonstrated to the for- 
mer that they had the sympathy of the 
r.cn-union help in their fight against the 
reduction, and it demonstrated to the 
latter that they could not successfully 
run their mills, for the present at least, 
while th« feeling which rules the opera- 
tives is so strong. 


The only partially successful attempt 


to operate any of the mills was made by 
the Bristol corporation, which, during 
the day, gave employment to some 50 
operatives, running 120 ring spinning 
frames and 42 looms, according to out- 
side information. George H. Law, the 
superintendent, reported that he had 
3SO looms and 15,000 spindles in operation 
during the forenoon. 


The final outcome of the attempt to- 


run this mill was a small-sized riot, 
which occurred between the hours of 5:30 
and 6:30, a.nd which resulted in the de- 
termination to not attempt to run the 
mill today. 


Inasmnch as this was the second at- 


tempt at boisterousness on the part of 
the sympathizers of the strikprs dur- 
ing the day it furnished food for reflec- 
tion to those who are interested in the 
manufacturer^' end of the contest. 


The drawn curtains of the mills re- 


vealed no view of the interior to those 
who watched on the outside, although } 
the cierks in the office could be seen busy 
at their desks. The crowd busied itself J 
as it had in the morning, by howls and 
groans when anybody left the mill. Sev- 
eral youngsters in the outskirts were 
armed with those inventions of the devil 
known as "bean snappers," and they 
used, them to goo-d effect upon the mill 
windows. At length, one boy, more dar- 
ing than the rest, shlad a rock at one of 
the offica R indows and the crash of glass J 
was followed by the turning of£ of the 
electric lights in the office. The first 
j 


stone was followed by another, until 
several windows had been broken. At 
every crash of glass the crowd howled 
and the excitement grew in force. 


A small squad of policemen had been 


sent to the mill at the request of the 
management, and they managed to keep 
the entrance to the mill gate clear. In 
the darkness it T.-as difficult to see where 
the stones came from and more difficult 
to catch anybody in the act of throw- 
Ing stones, so no arrests were made. 
One officer thought he had hit upon one 
of the stone throwers and attempted to 
seize him, but the crowd closed in im- 
mediately and the attempt was given up. 
Perhaps it was just as well, since with 
the increasing excitement the crowd 
would have been exceedingly difficult to 
handle had any attempt at an arrest 
been made. 


Whiile this fun was going on in front 


of the mill there was as much fun in the 
rear. A dozen or so boys and young 
men were gathered in the rear of the 
Bristol blocks, and they occupied them- 
selves with alternately kicking stones 
loose from the frozen earth and pegging 
them at the rear windows of the mills. 
The broadside of glass afforded an ex- 
cellent target, and as seven out of every 
10 missiles thrown resulted in a smashed 
window pane, the damage must have 
been considerable The handful of po- 
licemen detailed to protect the mill were 
too busy at the front to pay any atten- 
tion to what was going on at the rear, 
so the boys were unmolested, and they 
leapt up thei<r malicious fun until the 
lights In tha mill were dimmed antl finally 
wnt out. 


The crowd In front oK the mill v.-a'S 


meanwhile gaining in numbers, through 
the addition of the operatives of the 
Bennett and Columbia mills, which had 
just shut down for the day. An addi- 
tional squad of policemen, led by Lieu- 
tenants Bryant and McBay, al?o pr?- 
ccnted itself, and things began, to assume 
the sennblap.ee of ouster when a fresh 
outbreak, and themoet serlons one of the 
evening occurred. 


This was precipitated by the apppar- 


ance of Superintendent Law and one of 
the clerks of the mill office, who started 
from the office door for Acushnet avenue, 
where they intended to take their car. 
No sooner had Mr. Law and his clerk 
reached the street than 
the crowd 


hemmed them in, and It was for a mo- 
ment impossible for them to move in 
either direction. A cordon of police went 
to their assistance, and with two police- 
men, In front, one on either side and two 
behind the s,uperintcndenf 
and clerk 


wore escorted up Coggeshall street to 
Anishnet avenue. 


The crowd followed behind, hootlns 


•ml yelling like so many Indiana. Qnly 


a. few steps had been gone when some- 
body threw a lump of frozen earth at tha 
little party, and as It struck upon a po- 
liceman's back and broke with a. cloud 
of dust the crowd set up jeering afresih. 
One lump of dirt followed another and 
all the way up Caggeshall street dirt 
lumps and stores rained upon the head* 
of the superintendent and his escort. 


Wl".i th£y had seen the superlnten* 


dr 
aboard his car the police returned 


to the mill and cleared the street. 


In consequence of the disturbance, 


which threatened more trouble, Treas- 
urer Witeox decided not to run the mill 
today. 


No Yielding at Biddeford. 


Biddeford, Me., Jan. IS.—The strikers 


In the Pepperell, Laconia and York mills 
were engaged all day yesterday in mak- 
ing every provision to carry on the con- 
test with the corporations to the bitter 
end, and '•rhile the day passed off without 
special interest, the men were all active- 
ly engaged in getting a good supply of 
food and fuel. 


Ttg strikers appear more determined 


than ever to resist the cutdown, and on 
the other hand the manufacturers stats 
that they will concede nothing. The men 
all seem jubilant over what thry con- 
sider the success of the first day's battle, 
and their leaders claim that every effort 
will be made to provide for such opera- 
tives who are destitute. 


Largely attended meetings were held 
last night to carry an this work, and help 
lias been promised from outside the 
city. On the other hand the manufac- 
turers seem confident that the strikers 
will not hold out for more than a 
west, and that they will return to work 
at tfce reduced schedule. 


Agent JIcArthur of the Pepperell and 


Laconia mills, and Agent Page of the 
York mill refused to state just what 
would be the action on the part of the 
directors on the strike. 


The business men are discouraged al 


the outlook, and they are the only ones 
who are predicting a long, hard-fought 
contest. 


The York operatives held a meeting 


last night and appointed a committee to 
wait upon Agent Page and

Lewlston. Me , Jan. IS. — The weavers 


of the Androscoggin mill did not go to 
work yesterday, and to the surprise ol 
everyone, the back-boys in thas mill re- 
fused to accept tilt reduction in wages 
and remained out. Yesterday afternoon 
the men in the bag mill of the Andros- 
coggin also struck. 
In this mill about 


200 men were employed. 
The number 


of Androscoggin operatives who have 
struck is about 350. 


Yesterday evening tile Androscoggin 


weavers held an informal meeting and 
remained firm in their determination not 
to go to work unless their wages are re- 
stored to ths old price. 


The mule spinmers of the city met last 


evening and voted to endorse the action 
of the Androscoggin spinners in leaving 
the mill after the back-boys refused to 
work, but voted to appoint tihe spanners 
of the Androsdogghi mill a committee 
of the whole to induce the back-boys 
to go to work in the mill again "Wednes- 
day morning. 


It is the opinion of good judges that it 


will not be an easy matter to find weav- 
ers to take the places of those who have 
struck in the Andro»coggin. The mule 
spinners intend to take no action in re- 
gard to a strike until the trouble at 
New Bedford is settled. They are pre- 
pared to pay their assessments to carry 
oa the battle in that city.

'developments have arisen Jn the local 
mill situation, although the reduction 
in wages is the ail-absar"oing; topic ci the 
day.

the auitihorities, were treated with un- 
usual forbearance by the police, who only 
kept them within necessary bounds. 


There is no doubt thtet the policy of the 


government is beginning to be strongly 
assailed. General iBltot, mimister cf 
•war, is specially tb« object of attack. 


A gmeat anti-DreyfuB and anti-Scmita 


^meeting last night at the Tavoli Vaux hall 
,-produoed extraordin,iTJ,i scenes.. 'At the 
opening of the meeting the hall was a 
seething sea of humanity, crowding everj 
part, gesticulating and shouting. Tha 
members of the anti-Semite committee: 
displayed banners bearing- the inscrip- 
tion, "Death to the Jews" and other in- 
scriptions. 


It was soon s«en tha-t'the 5000 present 


consisted largely of anarchists and ol 


others bent on opposing'thfe ^.ua^n^. 
M. Guerin, the president, proposing that 
the honorary presidency be conferred 
upon M. Rochefort and M. Drumont, a 
great uproar ensued, the anarchists try- 
ing to wrench the banners from the anti- 
Semites. Scuffles took place in which 
two of the officers were injured. M. 
Thibaud delivered an address denounc- 
ing the Jews and urging the meeting to 
support the government. 


Tumults and fights for the banners 


continued, with shoutings, whistling and 
singing of the Marseillaise, 
and ths 


Carmagnole, wihile M. Thlebaud pro- 
ceeded with a violent speech declaring 
that the Dreyfus scandal was the com- 
mencement of a social revolution by a 
"band of scoundrels desiring to over- 
throw everything in. order to raise a 
traitor." 


The scene now became one of extreme 


disorder. The anarchists removpd the 
iron staircase giving a.ccess to the tri- 
bune, so that the committee was unable 
to descend. Free fights began around 
the flags. Finally the students chasefi 
the anarchists out of the hall. The of-. 
ganiEers of t^e meeting then seized Uie 
flags decorating the hall and arranged 
a ranflezvous at the Military club. 


The hall -si as partially emptied, but 


soon the anarchists returned and. break- 
Ing open the da&rs, began further fight- 
ing. It Is allegRl that several were in- 
jured. Finally the students were van- 
quished and the anarchists were masters 
of the situation. The meeting broke up 
and the anarchists replaced the stair- 
case and invaded the tribune, led by M. 
Courtcls, nourishing a. red flag and all 
shouting: "Spit upon Rochefort" and 
"Long live Zola." Th£ disturbances con- 
tinued, the anarchists declaiming from 
the tribune against the army and ac- 
claiming Dreyfus. Some of the people 
were carried out with their faces covered 
with blood. 


The interest was now transferred to 


the street, where the police had been re- 
enforced by the Republican guards. At 
10 o'clock last evening large bodies ol 
students, flourishing the tricolor, pro- 
ceeded in the direction of the Military 
club in the Avenue de 1'Opera. Tha 
truops clearsd the Place de la Republiqua 
and charged the bodies of students. 


Jil. j|Jlanc, the^,prefect of j>o&ce, has 


pprson'ailr taken the direction of the men 
who are protecting the Military club 
through fear of further trouble. 


Telegrams from numerous provincial 


towns report student manifestations. 
At Marseilles the windows of Jewish 
shops have been broken, and at Nantes 
there have been six attacks on shops an4 
on the synagogue.

Disappears from Boston, 


Took Thousands of Dollars' 


Worth of Plunder. 


Police Have Bui Slight Clues Upon Which to 


Locate the Man.

ers of hosiery, which has just resumed 
work aiUT a shutdown of several weeks, 
notified its knitters of a 10 per cent cut- 
down yesterday, with the result that 30 
workers in this department walked out. 
The strikers declare that they will not 
return under the new schedule.

Fitchburg, Mass., Jan. 18.— The weav- 


ers of the Nockege mill struck yesterday 
on account of a cut of 6 percent. Th« 
mill wa-s closed, although the strike is 
confined to the weavers, who will meet 
today to discuss the 


Boston, Jan. 18.—Edward A. Knight, 


confidential clerk for Dr. J. F. Canning, 
banker and bioker of 27 School street, is 
reported to the police as missing, and 
with him is supposed to have gone dia- 
monds, jewelry set with precious stones 
and $1200 in cash, the total value of the 
property being somewhere between $25,- 
000 and" $40,000. 


Dr. Canning succeeded by purchase to 


the banking- and loan business of the late 
John Stetson, Jr., the theatrical man- 
ager, about four years ago, and at that 
time Knight was one of St&tfon's most 
trusted clerks and in fact, the confiden- 
tial man of the business. He was con- 
tinued in the position at a salary of 
J50 per week and had giwn closa atten- 
tion to business. He had charge of the 
safes v/hich are protected by a burglar 
alarm system controlled from a local 
burglary company's office. 


By the record in this latter office the 


time of the alleged robbery is recorded. 
On Sunday, Knight telephoned the burg- 
lary company's office amd said he wishiad 
to get into the safes. As Knight's voice 
was known and recognized the safes 
were opened at 11:57 a. m., and closed 
again in 21 minutes. Knight was around 
town until driven to the Union station 
at 4 p. m., to take a rain for M'elrose 
Highlands, Where his parents resld°. 
This was the last seen of him. 


Yesterday morniing Dr. Canning found 


his clerks and cashier unable to-resume 
work as Knight had not returned to 
open the safes, he alone having the 
combination. 
Later in the day, as 


Knight did not come in, a.n. expert was 
sent for, and after several hours' work 
he opened the safes. 
Dr. Canning had 


leajimed of the suspicious action of his 
cierk and had notified Chief Inspector 
Watts. 
An i inventory of the property 


in the safe showed a n-umber of very 
valuable unredeemed pledges missing, 
including a ruby valued at $2000, one 
pair of diamond earrings $2500, a dia- 
rnond ring worth $1000, the property of 
a very prominent actor, and numerous 
temallBr articles. 


Dr. Canning eays that the safes con- 


tained between $100,000 and $125,000 worth 
of valuables of late, end while unable 
Just to tell accurately what la lost, he 
thinks $50,000 wortti, if not more, is gonp. 


Knight married an estimable woman, 


yhoae father holds an important w»si- 


I tion at the city hall, and lived in com- 


I fortable style on St. Eotolph street Mrs. 
! Knight can assign no reason for his dis- 


appearance. 
He left home Sunday 


about 10:30 a. m., to go down town and 
did not return. 


The missing clerk is about 28 years old, 


weighs 165 pounds, is 5 feet 7 iruahes 
high, of dark complexion, black hair 
and moustasehe tinged with gray and 
has a pale face. 
He dresses in good 


style and was wearing dark clothes, a 
tall hat and patent leather shoes when 
last seen. 
Chief Watts has sent out j 


notices to all the principal cities to watch 
for Knight. 


At present no reason is known for 


Knight's disappearance.

Tb'/re are fully 12,000 hides tanned 


weekly in Newark, N. J. About halt 
of these become shoe tipping aud vamp 
leather, the remainder carriage, dash, 
furniture aud fancy leather. More horse 
hides are tanned thau iu any other place 
in this country. Cordovan vamps are 
the product. Chrome tanned sole for bi- 
cycle shoes is made and the manufac- 
ture of kangaroo and kangaroo kid is 
an important interest. All kinds of bag 
and book leather are produced. The 
tanners are said to get more money out 
of a hide than anywhere else. Three 
and sometimes four splits are made and 
finished. It is estimated that $16 is 
realized per hide, and the yearly busi- 
ness done amounts to $10,000,000.

The so-called new education has been 


the theme for a great deal of discussion 
among educators, and, like most new 
ideas, it has been misrepresented and per- 
verted by some of its votaries until there 
are signs of a reaction against the "fads" 
and "frills" wiih which the extremists 
have weighted it down. 


The facts simply are that the old edu- 


cation has in it many virtue? which can- 
not safely be abandoned, while the new 
is not entirely pracrical. Like most sys- 
tems of human development the golden 
way between either extreme will probably 
be found the most practical and valuable- 
The fundamental object of the common 
school is the preparation of the child for 
the duties of life. To bs prepared for 
those duties the child must be taught to 
observe, to classify his obseivations, to 
reason and to express bis thoughts. What- 
ever tends to develop these four powers 
can be effectively used in the process, 
whether it be found in the old or the new 
method. 


It cannot be questioned that the old 


method was narrow, bat in broadening ir, 
to meet 
modern 
ideas 
thoroughness 


should not be sacrificed with narrowness. 
The child who is taught to be thorough 
jn a few things is better equipped than 
the one who has been superficially in- 
structed in a great many. It is true that 
the old text books were dry and un- 
interesting in many cases, and that they 
absorbed too much time in subjects of no 
importance whatever. But in substitut- 
ing for them the attractive books of to- 
day with their subjects presented in the 
clear and progressive manner which the 
modern science of 
pedagogy has ds- 


veloped, it would nevertheless be fatal to 
true teaching if it were attempted at the 
same time to remove all difficulty from 
the path that leads to knowledge. The 
child must be made to use his brain in 
hard work, or he will fail t: develop the 
very power he needs, the power to con- 
centrate his mind and think inteisjly 
upon any given subject at will. 


Without pursuing the argument farther 


it is easy to see wherein the advocates 
of t *e new education may attempt 10 
crowd too many lines of development into 
the curriculum of the common school. 
Therein lies a real dangei, but wtth j that | 
danger in mind, the advocates of progress 
In education may accomplish much for 
broader and more attractive methods 01 
teaching. 
In 
teaching 
the essentia' 


branches of tne common school, it is pos- 
sible to eliminate a great deal that is su- 
perfluous, and to add much that will 
broaden the scope of knowledge. Inci- i 
dentally to the dry essent.als o.' read- I 
ing, writing, arithmetic, grammar, etc., | 
it ihxrald be the aim to give the child a j 
taste for good reading, for the beauutul j 
and uplifting in nature and art, a knowi- ' 
ed£8 of his own physical and moral na- ; 
lure, and other things that will tend to 
bis usefulness and hapjineag. This is 
what we take the new education to mean, 
and not the attempt to teach all the olo- 
glerfand iams of the day. 


It is a matter for congratulation that 


the schools of North Adams are being 
conducted along the middle a d the safer 
linen. Whatever of the old it is well to 
retain and whatever of th > new system it 
!• well to lay hold of, these things it is the 
aim of the local management to embody 
in oar school system.

After leaving Seattle their plans are not 


definite. They hope to locate claims in 
the gold fields, and spend the summer In 
gold mining. If this should be impracti- 
cable, they expect to find work at their 
trade, which ought to be plenty, either in 
building boats or on the proposed railroad. 
Their plan is to stay in the gold fields for 
from three to five years, if they nhonld be 
snccessiul, bat if they find that it doesn'c 


pay, they will return sooner. Under any

A JUBILEE NIGHT, 


Two Companies of Jubilee Singers 


Here Tomorrow Evening. 


There will be plenty of jubilee music in 


this city tomorrow evening, when the 
Fist singers will give a concert at the 
Congregational church, and the Canadian 
singers will be at the Methodist churer. 
Both companies are excellent, and it will 
be a difficult matter for those who enjoy 
the warm hearted melodies and folk sonjs 
of the colored singers to choose between 
the two. Both have oeen heard here be- 
fore, and both have world-wide repi- 
atlons. 


• The Fisk singers are the original Fisk 
Jubilee company, although of course the 
personnel has changed from that of 25 
years ago. They have all the accumu- 
lated traditions of a quarter century of 
jubilee singing, and have the sweetness 
and melody of the old sones in all their 
beauty. They returned last July from a 
two years' tour through Germany, Hol- 
land and Sweden, and in all these coun- 
tries won the praises of every one for the 
tender and weird beauty of their music, 
although few understood the words.

curly times, and counseled our preserving 
the old songs and nursery rhymes, while 
our mothers lived to repeat those heard 
in their youth.

THE WEECKEES.

Up to the outbreak of the civil war there 


was a small island off the Florida penin- 
sula known as Shark island, and on this 
was a lighthouse to warn vessels off the 
Florida reefs. In the spring of 1861 a 
terrible gale blew for threej days and 
nights, and when it had ended Shark is- 
land hftd been washed away and the water 
was ten feet deep on Its situ. 


From 1848 to 1858 the lightkeeper on 


Shark island was a man named Coornbs. 
Ho was a widower, and his only child was 
a daughter, named Kate. She was 4 years 
old when he took the light, and in 1858, 
when he died, she was 14 and had not 
been off the island half a dozen Mines in 
her hfo. Coombs hau been a sailor, and 
was rough and uneducited, but he had 
brought a woman to tha lighthouse to bo 
a companion to his child and educate her 
up to a certain point. In July, 1858, this 
•woman died while on a visit to tho main- 
land. 


Two weeks later a ship was wrecked off 


the island in a gale, and among the wreck- 
age driven ashore was a big trunk con- 
taining about ?1,000 in gold. Those were 
the palmy days of the Florida wrecker, 
who was little better than a Malay pirate. 
In following up the wreck they somehow 
learned of tho gold, and they at first pro- 
posed to share It with Coombs and keep 
the matter a secret. 
When he refused to 


hand over any part of it, they planned to 
take all by force, but at the muzzle of a 
rifle he drove the gang off the island. Two 
days later the lighthouse tender Morning 
Star made the island on her regular 
monthly trip to leave supplies, and I was 
one of her crew. 


The gold and a lot cf other stuff picked 


Tip from the beach was taken aboard, and 
I was left behind to secure whatever else 
might be thrown up, and also to aid in 
protecting government property should the 
wreckers call again and proceed to violent 
measures. They were a class of men feared 
on shore and sea alike, and in a dozen in- 
stances on that lonely coast had driven out 
the lightkeepers, extinguished the lights 
and made off with all the supplies. I was 
given two muskets and plenty of ammu- 
nition, and as Coombs had a rifle and his 
daughter a shotgun we considered our- 
selves pretty well armed against an attack. 


For three days all went well. Coombs 


was inclined to be silent and taciturn, and 
his daughter shy and suspicious, but we 
were on friendly terms and got along first 
rate. Ko more wreckers camo ashore, but 
just before sundown of the third day a 
wrecker named Bobbins, who was a sort 
of leader, was landed from a schooner 
and camo up to the lighthouse alone. 
"iYe 


thought it best not to lot him know that I 
was about, andx I was therefore stowed 
away out of sight. He was a man in tho 
prime of life and a wicked looking fellow, 
but he had come to try moral suasion bo- 
fore proceeding to violence, and therefore 
had a smile on his face. He was offered 
something to eat and drink, and lor half 
an hour he coaxed and argued with Coombs 
to givo up a share of the money. When 
told that it had gone away on the tender, 
he would not believe it, judging the light- 
house keeper by his own moral standard. 
When at last he found that fair words were 
of no avail, he turned on Coombs and 
said: 


"See here, man, you know mo and you 


know our crowd. Either divido with us 
or we'll take all. If you do not agree, we'll 
come here tomorrow and have you out of 
this dead or alive!" 


Uoombs refused him, and he went away 


in a boiling heat. Ho thought he had only 
an old roan to deal with, and why he did 
not call a half a dozen men from the 
schooner and make the attack then and 
there was something I could not under- 
stand. As he stepped into his boat he 
called back that a visit might be expected 
from him on the morrow, and I judged 
from the tones of his voice tbat ho was 
desperately In earnest. Shark island was 
about two acres in extent, with the light- 
house in the center of it and a rude wharf 
on the cast side. 


Had Cooinbs and his daughter been 


there alone they would have prepared just 
the &amo for defense, but with an extra 
band to help beat off the wreckers the old 
man was really pleased at tho idea of a 
skirmish with tho men he had lived in fear 
of for several years. The base of the light- 
house was divided into a living room and 
a storeroom, and above it wero three bed- 
rooms, in which hammocks were swung. 
From thcso a spiral stairway wound up to 
tho lantern room, 50 foot above. 
TLo 


height of the structure from ground to top 
v/as about 65 feet, and at that time the 
light Was considered one of the moat im- 
portant and the best on the coast. The 
doom ay at; the base was just wide enough 


, to loll in a barrel of oil, and thodoor itself 


rras made of heavy planks and studded 
ivith bolt heads. There were thrtt win- 
ilows in tho upper and lower portions, but 


, ll.cso wero narrow, and those on the 


ground lloor were defended by iron bars. 
The lighthouse bad been erected during 
tho Indian troubles in Florida, and doubt- 


, less with a view to resisting on attack from 
' tno redskitis. 


Coombs t'ult sure that tho wrecker would 


leturn nest day with a score of men at his 


i buck, and i\ o therefore spent the evening 


in arranging for defense. 
The door faced 


tho wharf on the wist. 
Wo dragged np a 


lot of planks and timbers and made a bar- 
ricade just in front of it, and then wa 
brought up scores of pails of water and 
thoroughly saturated the barricade and tho 
door The fresh .water for the keeper and 
his daughter was all brought over from 
Pine island, a mile away. During tho 
night wo brought over three barrels in tho 
boat, and also made rude shutters for tho 
, lo%ver windows 
In fact, we worked at 


ono thing and another all night, and when 
daylight came tho place was in tho best 
posible state for a siege. 


Tho duy came without a breath of wind 


. to rufllo tho sea, and, knowing that it 


would bo some honrs before tho wreckers 
could roach us the three of us turned in 


i for n sloop, and it was 3 o'clock in tho aft- 


ernoon before wo awoko. Then wo found 
a fair breeze blowing and a wrecking 
Bchooncr standing in for tho wharf. It 
was arranged that Coombs and I should 
take tho barricade and tne daughter flre 
from the windows in case of an attack, 
and I do not think three people ever 
showed more coolness nnder liko circum- 
stances. I know I should have been far 
more nervous with two men from the ten-

as companions. Both father and 


' daughter were as cool as If a pleasure party

A Solvent For Celluloid. 


Liquefied celluloid makes an excel- 


lent microscopical 
cement. One can 


dissolve spoiled phofcographic,(celhiloid) 
films by cutting them into shreds and 
soaking them in alcohol. When swelled 
nad grown soft, as gelatin doss in cold 
water, add ether, and in a few minutes 
tho liquid becomes fluid and of the con- 
sistency of mucilage. This cement can 
be applied to general as well as raicro- 
icopio uses, but it must not be used too 
Dear the fire, for celluloid burns like 
gunpowder. 


A Now Cotton Gin. 


At Lynn, Mass., there is now in prac- 


tical operation a new cotton gin which 
is attracting much attention. This is a 
roll gin, uc revolving saws being used 
which cut the fiber, the seed being forced 
out by a scraping blado close to the 
roller. In a recent trial a long staple 
lint run through this machine was de- 
clared to be worth 15 }£ cents a pound 
against 6 cents a pound when run 
through tho old style gin.

If the wreckers got the better of us I 


after any of thorn find been killed, they 
would show us no mercy. 


As the schooner came *o the wharf wo 


saw that sho had at least JiO men aboard, 
and they inmle a great show of firearms 
as Hobbins climbed over tho rail and ad- 
vanced upon our barricade. Ho was halted 
ton yards away and natal what he want- 
ed. He replied that he had come after the 
money and was bound to have it. If 
Coombs tinted to lire on the crowd, they 
would burn him allvo, and he made suoh 
threats as to what hhonld be done with the 
daughter that twice 1 was about to pull 
tho trifjijer on him. Coombs quietly but 
sturdily auswm-d that the gold had been 
taken away on tho tender, and that he was 
there to defend government property. If 
attacked, he should do this best to beat 
them off. 


Hobbins laughed a wicked laugh and 


returned to tho schooner, which you will 
understand was within pistol shot of us. 
Above her rail wo could see the men mak- 
ing preparations, and all of a sudden nino 
or teu of them, led by Hobbins in person, 
made a dash for us. They had arms in 
their hands and murder in their l.tart*, 
and wo did not hesitate to lire. Th.o g-irl 
Kate killed a man from one of tho win- 
dows, Coombs killed another, and the 
man I aimed at wont down with a bullet 
in the hip. Our volley stopped the charge, 
ajid as the gaaig halted tlie keeper seized 
an extra musket and wounded another 
man. Those who could use their legs has- 
tened aboard of the schooner, and two or 
three minutes later a sharp lire was opened 
on us all along her port roil 
We retired 


into the lighthouse and let them waste 
their lead, though we could easily have 
picked off some of them as their heads 
showed above the rail. 


Tha fusillade against us was kept up for 


a quarter cf an hour, and then Hobbins 
waved a handkerchief and demanded to 
know if we had surrendered. Coorubs re- 
plied that we had not and did not propose 
to, and gave them liberty to remove their 
wounded to the schooner. This offer they 
took advantaj^ of, and also gathered up 
the weapons of the dead, and for an hour 
after they returned aboard everything was 
quiet. 
During this interval the daughter 


camo down stairs to ask what the nest 
move would be. She had killed a man, 
firing only one shot, and she had heard 
the awful threats uttered by Hobbins, but 
she was not oven nervous-over tho situa- 
tion. I had bf>en biting my lips and feel- 
ing weak in the knees, and her coolness 
put me to the blush. Coombs said tho 
wreckers would come again, and that, 
having entered upon the light, they would 
hang by us for days if necessary. 
The 


light was one which had long interfered 
with their piratical operations, and now 
thpy would seek to destroy it and secure 
revenge at the same time. The second at- 
tack was made without warning, and was 
participated i» by all tho men -aboard the 
schooner. 


It was well for us that we were on our 


guard. About 20 men came dashing at 
us, cheering and yelling. 
I had two mus- 


kets and a pistol, Coombs a. rifle and a pistol 
and the girl a double barreled shotgun. 
Some of the men reached and sought to 
tear away the barricade, but they could 
not stand our flre. Three wero killed in 
their tracks and two badly wounded, and 
again they sought shelter aboard the 
schooner. While they were retiring Coombs 
leaped the barracks and secured a shotgun, 
two rifles and a lot of ammunition, and, 
though fired at before he got back, he was 
untouched. 
Ten minutes later Hobbins 


asked for permission to remove his wound- 
ed, and this being granted, he no sooner 
had them aboard than he sailed away. 


When out of gunshot, we went out to 


examine the dead. They were a tough 
looking lot, and conscience did not trouble 
us any over the shooting. 
In the sand 


under one of them wo found a loaded pistol 
and on another a long knife. 
We dug a 


trench in the sand and gave them a rough 
burial, and then we had only to wait to see 
what would turn trp. Coombs was sure 
Hobbins had gone off to the reefs to secure 
help and would return by night, and he 
was right about it. 


Just at sunset two schooners came sail- 


ing in, and we judged the number of men 
aboard of them to be at least 60. They 
began firing on us before they were-fast to 
the wharf, and the girl was called down 
from above to help defend the barricade. 
Coombs was as cool as if going about his 
everyday duties, and, except that her lips 
were bloodless and her eyes Dhining, the 
girl showed no-fiigns- of nervousness. Aft- 
er a hot fire for a.quaorter of an hour the 
wreckers suddenly swarmed over the bul- 
warks and charged us. 


We began dropping them at once, but 


the weight of numbers sent them forward, 
and presently a dozen of ttMB were pull- 
ing and tearing at the barricade and firing 
at us through tho crevices. Coombs was 
wounded in the side, the girl in the shoul- 
der, and I got a bullet in the mouth, which 
passed out through the right cheek. Mone 
of us knew that we were hurt, however, 
until the wreckers had been driven back. 
Ttiey left five dead and seven wounded 
men on the sands, but were permitted to 
gather up the latter and take them aboard. 
This had only been accomplished when 
both craft set sail and made off, and that 
was the last we saw of them. 


We wondered at their going until we 


Dlimbed over the barricade and found Hob- 
bind among the dead. He was tho ruling 
spirit among the lawless fraternity, and 
when we went down they were panic 
stricken and could not get away fast 
enough. Wo had killed 10 men and wound- 
ed 11 that we know of. As afterward as- 
certained, the number of wounded amouKt- 
ed to 17, three of whom died later on. We 
were left in peace when the schooners 
failed away, and when the government 
hoard of OUT defense each of us received a 
medal and an official letter of thanks. 
I 


was picked up by the tender on her next 
trip and never saw Coombs or his daugh- 
ter again. They were there on the island 
when the great gale came on, and after 
the gale no island was to be found.

Richard Walz died at tlio hospital in 


this city this morning about 1 o'clock. He 
is the second victim of the alcohol stove 
explosion at the residence of Manner- 
maun Bros, at Zylonite, wlilch occurred 
just a week ago today. 


It will be remembered that when Miss 


Dalton's icreams were heard Mr. Walz, 
clothed in his night robe, ran to her as- 
sistance and bravely struggled ta extin- 
guish the flames that proved fatal to her. 
He was terribly burned int the attempt 
and his act will ever be remembered as 
one of heroism and manliness. 


Both persons were removed to the hos- 


pital and she died the next morning. 
During the time the doctors were at the 
house Mr. Walz protested against any 
treatment for himself until Miss Dalton 
had been cared for. He bore his suffer- 
ings without the least complaint and 
continually asked for the welfare of the 
girl. 


As a result of his wonderful strength 


and courage the doctors had great hopes 
for his recovery and everytling was done 
to save his life. He was attended by two 
of the best physicians in N«w York city, 
Dre. Kiliani and Schwyzer, and was ac- 
corded the best of medical treatment. 
But as is usual in most eases of the kind, 
complications set in and all efforts to save 
him were vain. Reinhstrd Manuesmann 
who was also burned remained with Mr. 
Walz throughout his illness and Car* 
Mannesmann wss there most of the time. 


Mr, Walz was 39 years old, \vas born in 


Heidelberg, Germany, and was a son of 
Professor Walz of Heidelberg university, 
the leading university of Germany. Ic 


was in this universitythat Uichard Walz 
received his education and from which he 
was graduated in 1SSO. 
At school he was 


recognized as a great oarsman. Shortly 
after graduating he began a tour and 
traveled all through Europe, spending 
some time in France, Spain and Italy. He 
acquired the various languages anrt was a 
thorough linguist. His principal study 
was philology and he spent much time in 
its study. He was a devoted student, a 
deep and conscientious thinker. 


In 1S87 Mr. Walz became manager of 


the Mannesmann Tube Works in Rem- 
scheild, Germany, and held that position 
until a year ago when he came to Zyl- 
onite. 
At the time of his death h,e was 


treasurer of the Mannesmana Tube com- 
pany. 


He leaves besides his parents, a brother 


who is Burgeomeister of Heidelberg, two 
more brothers, Drs. Ernest and George) 
and two sisters, all of Heidelberg. His 
family were informed of his death by 
cablegram. 


Mr. Walz was a member of the German 


Protestant church and the funeral will be 
held from 
tne Zylonite 
chapel 
at 


2.30 o'clock Wednesday afternoon, Rev- 
W. L. Tenney officiating. 
The bearers 


will be men employed at the tube wcrks 
at Zylonite. Burial will be Ia the Hill- 
side cemetery.

Case Not Brought Up. 


The January sitting of the Berkshire 


criminal superior court began at Pitts- 
field Monday at 11 o'clock, Judge May- 
nard presiding, and when the session 
opened every seat in the court-room was 
filled with spectators or witnesses. The 
jurors are given seats by themselves, so 
that they may not sit with the audience, 
and thereby likely to hear cases discussed 
on which they may later have to sit. The 
new plan of drawing jurors was entered 
upon for the first time in Berkshire under 
the now law, whereby the panel is drawn 
each time from the box which Clerk 
Cande had provided, and which seems to 
give good satisfaction. 


The important local case was that of 


Clark, Donovan, Hutchinson and Whalen 
for breaking and entering the store of 
Penniman & Co. of this city last Novem- 
ber, and larceny of knives, revolvers, 
razors, etc., which were sold in part in 
New York state. 
Whalen and Clark 


pleaded guilty to the breaking and enter- 
ing, and declared that the other two men 
were not with them; Hutchinson and 
Donovan being accused of selling the 
property. The case occupied the after- 
noon, and Donovan and Hutohinson were 
found not guilty. 


The first case tried was that of James 


McDermott of this city for adultery. He 
and u young woman named Augusta 
Youlitz boarded at a Mrs, Hathaways in 
this city, and represented themselves as 
unmarried. Later they announced that 
they had been married, and for a week 
occupied one room, until their arrest, 
which was done on receipt of a letter by 
Chief Kendall from McDermott's wife in 
Easton, Pa, He deserted her in the east- 
ern part of the state, and also her three 
children. 
McDermott, In defense, ad- 


mitted that he had a wife, with whom ho 
had not lived happily, and that he had 
intended to marry the girl here the day 
fol'owing his arrest. He pleaded ignor- 
rance of the law. He was found guilty. 


John aud Binsom de Coyne of Adams 


were put on trial for indecent assault 
upon Bstella Harrop last October. She 
was passing through a piece of woods, 
where the men are accused of assaulting 
her and acting indecently toward her. 
The complainant does not live with her 
husband, and supports herself by doing 
washings. The case will go on this morn- 
ing, and it is expected that the case 
against Rugalsky of this city for rape will 
be taken up next. Contrary to expecta- 
tion, Nathaniel Mosely was not brought 
to court nor was his case taken up.

RESTORATION OF WAGES, 


Blackinton Mills Surprise Operatives 


by Raising Wages to Former 


Standard. 


Monday was pay-day at the Blackinton 


fnills, and the employes were agreeably 
surprised to find that their wages had 
been increased by five per cent. This is 
in accordance with a promise made by 
the company last November. 


There was a 10 per cent cut in wages in 


and last November a committee of 


employes waited on the superintendent 
R. E. Schouler, and asked for a restoration 
of this reduction. After a few days for 
consultation with the other members of 
the company, Mr. Schouler offered the 
employes a restoration of half the cut, or 
five per cent of the»former wages, with a 
promise of the rett on January 1, or when 
the heavy weight season opened. 


The company had kept its promise in 


mind, and made the restoration without 
further request from the employes. The 
'ncrease was a surprise to many ot the 
latter, as it was not looked for until orders 
were received for next season's goods. 
This act of good faith was greatly appre- 
ciated by the employes, and -will serve to 
increase the pleasantness of the relations 
between them and the company, which 
have always been of the best,

Adams of any difficulty arising over the 
wage schedule in the cotton mills as a re- 
sult of the agitation in other parts of the 
state. The ArSold Print works controls 
almost the whol&cotton manufacturing of 
North Adams and the product of their 
mills and the equipment of them do not 
put them on a par with the New Bedford 
mills. 
One principal distinction is tha* 


the corporation has not a mule spinner in 
their mills. Frame spinning is the rule. 
This removes one of the great points in 
discussion in the cotton difficulty. The 
fact that the cotton cloth manufactured 
d es not require mule spinning puts the 
mills largely out of the New Bedford mill 
standard. 
There are some goo is manu- 


factured that would be affected by an ex- 
ensive change of wage scale. But no 
^change 
'.a anticipated 
ia 
the wr g • 


schedule in North Adams. 


"A. C. Houghton, president 
of the 


Arnold print works, has said that no 
change is immediately anticipated. He 
says also that his corporation cannot con- 
tinue to manufacture goods at the present 
wage sahedule locally it the scale is gen- 
erally reduced. The weavers of the cor- 
poration's mills are satisfied and are not 
uneasy about the prospects. It is recog- 
nized that tbe difference in the situation 
in North Adams makes the industry roore 
secure." 


At Adams it is said that there is fear of 


reduction. 
The Adams correspondent 


says: 


"If any town ia Northern Berkshire will 


be affected by the cotton difficulty it will j 
be Adams. The Berkshire cotton manu- 
facturing company's large mills are lo- 
cated there and give employment to 1,500 
people. The mills are under the direct 
superintendency of W. B. and C. T- 
Plunkett, officers of the company. The 
Greylock mills at North Adams, owned by 
the Greylock manufacturing company, 
are also under the same management. 
These mills, giving employment lo over 
2,000 persons, are similar to the New 
Bedford mills. The product is the same, 
the wages on a pur and the system of 
manufacture 
almost identical. 
Mule- 


spinning is the rule in these mills. The 
officers of the mills anticipate no immed • 
iate trouble, but say that a successful 
move to reduce wages in other parts of 
the state would force them to reduce also, 
as they are on B level with the fine cotton 
goods mills of the North. 


The adjourned meeting of the city 


council Monday evening was important 
for the appointments announced by Mayor 
Cady, and the preparations of the council 
for the work of the year in the adoption 
of rules and the appointment of com- 
mittees by President Wilkinson. A great 
deal of interest was shown in the results 
of the meeting, and the council chamber 
was filled with spectators. All the coun- 
cilmen were present except Hooker and 
Mignault. 


The following are the appointments 


made by Mayor Cady and sent to the 
council: Treasurer, J. W. Hardenbergh; 
solicitor, P, J. Ashe; commissioner of pub- 
lic works, J. H. Emigh; overseer of the 
poor and almoner, W. H. Woodhead; 
physician, Dr. T, J. Putnam; bookkeeper, 
Peter Keeie; chief of fire department and 
assistant inspector of buildings, W. W. 
Byars; board of health, Dr. F. D. Stafford 
and W, B, Arnold, with one appointment 
vacant. Austin Bond was unanimously 
re-elected city auditor. 


The adoption of rules provided a few 


changes. All petitions, communication 
and ordinances must first be presented to 
the clerk, who will refer them to the 
president before they are given to the 
council. Other slight changes were made 
from last year's rules. The council voted 
to meet the first Tuesday evening of the 
month instead of Monday evening.

The communication left from the council 
in regard to the surface sewer in the 
swamp district was referred to the same 
committee. 


Tho petition from the board of health 


in regard to the establishing of a, hospital 
for the care of contagious diseases was re- 
ported by the old committee on ordi- 
nances, with the recommendation that in 
a matter of such importance and expenss 
a committee should be appointed to in 
vestigate She mattel-. The following com- 
mittee was appointed, Cutting, Perry and 
Mignault. 


The report o; the old committee on or- 


dinance to regulate the sale of milk, gave 
the changes which have been made in the 
ordinance as the result of two publi3 
hearings and considerable study of the 
subject. There was added to the original 
reading a provision that if examinations 
not made by the official inspector were 
not satisfactory to him he should make 
an examination which should be final. 
Tbe section forbidding milkmen to ex- 
change milk except in closed cans was 
stricken out. In this form the ordinance 
passed after a long discussion. 


The committee on printing were or- 


dered to prepare copies of the city char- 
ter, rules of Ihe council, and committees, 
similar to those of last year. The council 
then adjourned to Tuesday, February I,
